Some of them 
have taken the position that the way 
to. obtain government ownership 
of private industry is to get industry 
so far into debt that the federal

This form appeared among the 
shcemakers of Massachusetss in 
1648, organized mainly to control in- 
ferior workmen. Similar organiza- 
tions in other industries were al- 
-ways local and more or less tempo- 
-rary. The birth of the modern trade 
union movement may be assigned 
to the closing years of the Eight 
eenth century, though it never at- 
tained the dignity of a movement 
until’ the Nineteenth..century was 
well -under way. Famous First 
Facts gives 1792 as the date for 
the first local craft union, that of 
Philadelphia shoemakers, The la- 
bor movement grew out of the in- 
dustrial revolution which brought 
about a change in the manner and 
‘means. of production, and’ so caused 
a wider separation between master 
rand journeyman.
